A BooQville dispatch to today’s 
Globe Democrat says: Sunday even 
ing Fred Rogers, who Í3 bookkeeper 
in the Bank of Bunceton, camc to 
Boi'nville and swore out a warrant 
before justice of the Peace Lucien 
B. 
^Vri;;ru, 
charging Gordon L. 
Stephen i with forgery. 
Stephens is vice president of the 
Cooper County bank,the only other 
bank in 
Bunccton, 
a 
prominent 
citizen, wealthy, and a cousin of 
Gov. Stephens. 
He is one of the 
republican candidates for the post 
office here. 
Stephens' wife on Sat­ 
urday gave him a check for iaoo 
which she found in his old vest. 
It 
was dated five years ago, signed by 
Rogers and payable to the order of 
Stephens. 
When he went to him 
with the check Rogers declared it 
was a forgery. 
As soon as he learned that a 
warrant had been issued Stephens 
came before the justice and was re- 
leased on his personal recognizance 
to await examination. 
Be has em­ 
ployed able counsel and will fight 
the case, declaring that it is a plot 
to ruin him. 
The trial day has not 
yet been act. 
For several years there has been 
A fierce factional fight in Bunceton. 
On one side have been arrayed the 
adherents of the Bank of Bunccton, 
which was established some years 
ago, and on the other those of the 
Cooper County bank, which was 
started several years afterward. 
Gordon Stephens was the prime 
mover in the organization of the 
latter, « nd the rivalry between the 
two institutions has been very bitter 
at times. 
Added to this was a fight 
for and against 
licensed saloons, 
that but added fuel to the fíame. 
The locality 
is intensely 
and 
strongly democratic, and Gordon 
Stephens has been an active repub­ 
lican, There is a mystery surround­ 
ing the whole transaction that may 
never be solved. 
The affair has 
created great excitement. Stephens 
will be given a preliminary hearing 
on Monday, May 3. 
Gordon Stepiiens, 
when inter 
viewed by your correspondent, said: 
“ My wife called me back to the 
house as I was leaving Saturday and 
handed me a paper which she said 
she had found in the pocket of an 
old vest which she was about to dis­ 
pose of. 
I put my glasses on and 
found it to be the check mentioned. 
I went to the bank, showed it to 
Rogers and asked him if he remem­ 
bered anything about it. 
He ex 
amined it and showed it to Emil 
Moore, the cashier. 
I did not ask 
for payment, and could have cash­ 
ed it at our bank by indorsing it. 
Rogers and I had several transac­ 
tions in closing up his father's in­ 
debtedness to me several years ago, 
and I thought the check may have 
been given me in that way. Rogers 
and I agreed to examine our books. 
I kept the check and left it with our 
cashier, Mr. Boschert, personally. 
Beyond that I know nothing." 
Mr. Rogers refused to talk fur­ 
ther than to corroborate a portion 
of 
Mr. 
Stephens* remarks. 
He 
said: 
‘‘The check was presented to 
me by him for payment. 
I de­ 
clared it 
was a forgery. 
I 
had 
never given Mr. Stephens a check 
for that amount, and my fatker did 
not die until a year after July 14, 
1892, the date of the check. 
I de­ 
manded the check of him and he 
refused to give jt up. 
In order to 
preserve it as evidence I was com­ 
pelled to institute criminal proceed­ 
ings.*'

Her father, a Methodist minister, 
was located yesterday at Decatur, 
near Marshall, Mo., where he is 
acting as supply in a local circuit. 
Deouty 
Coroner Wheeler viewed 
the remains of the young woman 
yesterday and decided that an in­ 
quest was not necessary. 
Miss Smith, 
it has developed 
since her death, expected 
to be 
married soon, and had confided to 
one or two that her wedding clothes 
were being made. 
Rev. Mr, Jump 
stated yesterday that the young wo­ 
man expected the marriage to occur 
at an early day, but he did not 
know on what she had based her 
expectations. 
He knew the family 
at Sedalia. 
Before taking the poison Miss 
Smith visited the Delaware Street 
church, but suddenly left and went 
into 
the churchyard, 
where she 
drank water from a hydrant. 
It is 
the supposition that she toolc the 
poison at this time and then walked 
to the Maple Avenue church. Near 
the door she called an acquaintance 
and said she had taken poison.

The Maximum Dimensions of 
Freight Cars. 


DAMAGE ON THE M.,K .& T. 


Items of luterest Picked Up fronj Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit of 
“Democrat” Readers. 


The action of the board of mana­ 
gers of the J oint Traffic association 
in the matter of max imum dimen­ 
sions of freight car 
practically 
means the approv al of the majority 
report. 
Formal action by the association 
has not y et been taken, the propo­ 
sition to refer to the American Rail­ 
way association being now before 
the board of control for final dispo­ 
sition« 
Tbe result cannot 
be in 
doubt, the Trunk Line and Central 
Traffic associations hav ing 
by a 
practically unanimous v ote approv ­ 
ed the majority report, which was 
made last Nov ember. 
The roads in the Western Freight 
association 
hav e 
already 
v oted 
unanimously in fav or of the ma­ 
jority report. 
This report recom­ 
mended that no box cars be built 
ov er 37 feet long, g feet i inch 
wide and 9 feet high. The minority 
report differed from that of the ma­ 
jority only in recon^ending that 
furniture cars 
be allowed 
to be 
made 4 0 feet long. 
The majority held that cars of 
this length would, if built, be used 
in ordinary traffic. 
If all common 
box cars were made 37 feet long, 
and cars for carriages, furniture, 
etc., were only three feet longer, 
this v iew of the committee would 
undoubtedly 
prov e to hav e been 
well founded. 
The present action, substantially 
rejecting the minority report, may , 
therefore, be taken as indicating a 
well settled belief, among the chief 
officers of the largest railroads, that 
a single uniform size for the box 
cars of all roads, and for substan­ 
tially all kinds of freight carried in 
box cars, greatly facilitating, as it 
would, the interchange and the re­ 
cording of cars, and the work of 
caring for them, is a more import­ 
ant desideratum than to hav e ex tra 
large cars for bulky freight.
